The  Minister  represents  that  the  Corporation  state 
that  the  reason  they  apply  for  such  a large  area 
around  the  lake  and  river  is  that  the  water  may  be 
preserved  from  contamination,  and  that  nearly  all  the 
land  applied  for  consists  of  barren,  rocky  hills,  with  a 
few  patches  of  comparatively  level  land  from  a few 
yards  to  a couple  of  acres  in  extent. 

The  Minister  states  that  the  Agent  of  Dominion 
Lands  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  at  New 
Westminster  has  made  the  following  report  upon  the 
application  made  by  the  City  Council  of  New  West- 
minster : — 

“The  growth  of  the  City  being,  comparatively 
speaking,  in  its  infancy,  it  is  extremely  important 
that  this  water  supply  shall  be  guarded  and  preserved 
from  all  sources  of  contamination.  From  an  inspec- 
tion made  of  this  lake,  it  appears  that  only  a small 
portion  of  the  adjoining  lands,  namely,  on  the  south- 
west side,  could  be  made  of  any  use  whatsoever  for 
cultivation,  and,  therefore,  although  the  whole  area 
included  in  the  application  might  be  considered  as  a 
large  area,  yet  for  all  practical  purposes  it  is  of  no 
commercial  value.  The  lake  lies  in  a valley  and  the 
lower  stretches  are  covered  with  smallish  timber, 
which  improves  the  locality  as  a water  basin,  and  it  is 
considered  very  desirable  that  effective  measures  be 
taken  to  prevent  this  young  timber  from  being 
destroyed  by  forest  fire.  There  is  very  little  merchant- 
able timber  in  or  surrounding  the  basin. 

“As  matters  stand  at  the  present  time,  an  adven-  | 
turer  could  easily  settle  on  some  point  on  the  shores  of  [ 
the  lake  and  cause  great  uneasiness,  in  many  respects, 
to  the  City  authorities  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  j 
who  use  the  water.”

Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  'brain- 
way,  Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  J oint  Stock  Company ; or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongst 
the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders.

There  shall  be  a marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page  ; the  numbering 
of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two 
hundred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April,  1901 
(see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model  form  of  Railway 
Bill  i adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are  not 
in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between 
brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  proposed 
to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application  for  the  same.
